German physiclans from small towns 
and country districts have decided to 
follow the example of their profes- 
sional brethren in Great Britain and 
declare a “doctor's. strike’ against 
sickness and accident under the Im- 
soclations established under the Im- 
perial insurance laws. ‘Chey complain 
against certain regulations under the 
laws which they say militate against 
them, particularly one depriving the 
patient who is a member of an organi- 
zation of any say in the choice of the 
physician by whom he desires to be 
treated. They object, too, to the wide 
discretion given to the organizations 
in the matter of contracts with 
physicians, 

The decision to declare a strike 
against these regulations was reached 
at a meeting in Berlin of more than 
8800 delegates from all over Germany. 

More than two-thirds of all the 
Germans are members of insurance 
organizations which haye their own 
contract physicians and the remaining 
medical field is overcrowded.

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THE TRUE USEFULNESS OF 
THE MEDICAL ORGANIZATION, 


German doctors, as a protest against being required to 


y 
fo 


serve under state insurance laws in a similar manner to that 
required of British doctors, have decided to go on strike, and 
twenty thousand-of them declare that they will not perform 
the services required of them according to the new regulation. 

The circumstances in Germany, like those through which 
Great Britain has recently passed, are interesting in the two 
respects that they show how complete is the trades union of 
the medical men and show to what extent the idea has taken 


possession of the public mind that the public health should be 
i care of the state. 

While the world has witnessed the struggle for the last 
half century of those who work with their hands to secure 
the right to organize in their own defense, and while it is only 
in very recent years that this right has been admitted, the 
right of the professional men to do the same thing has never 
been questioned. Not only have the medical men organized, 
but their organization has been given the sanction of law in 
almost every country in the world, a sanction which has been 
so comprehensive in some countries as to admit the right of 
those practising to declare upon what terms others should be 
allowed to practise. 

So completely has this-spirit of organization taken posses- 
‘sion of the medical mind that now in Germany and recently 
in Great Britain we witness the spectacle of the medical 
organization refusing to accede to a requirement made upon 
them by the government which allowed their organization the 
iranchise which it enjoys. 

In this requirement that the medical men serve wherever 
there is necessity for their service, just as a soldier or police- 
‘man is called upon to serve, there is seen the evidence that 
governments have come to recognize that to preserve the 
public health is a proper function of government. | 
In Japan the -time-honored custom is to pay the doctor 
So long as your household is well, a custom which places the 
medical man upon a proper basis by making it profitable for 
him to keep his clients in good health. Cities and provinces 
in Caucasian countries ‘employ medical health officers whose 
business it is to guard against epidemic and contagion, but 
apart from these the general business of medicine depends 
for its returns upon how many people do not stay well. When 
governments come to realize that the duty which the medical 
‘profession can best render to the state is a duty which recog- 
nizes the Japanese theory that the business of a doctor is to 
keep people from becoming ill rather than to treat them after 
they have become so, then governments will be able to treat 
with the medical organization upon a rational basis, — It is 
When the British and German governments attempt to come 
between the doctor and his patient to dictate the terras of 
treatment that the doctors protest. When governments offer 
‘premiums to the medical man who keeps the most people from 
‘requiring treatment they will have reached the point where the 
medical organization can be used to serve ils true usefulness.

Dutch Celebrate Centenary 
of Return of Orange Princes 
Dutchmen will celebrate today the 
centenary of the restoration of the 
House of Orange, now represented by 


Gueen Wilhelmina, to the throne of 
Holland, and the establishment of, the 
Netherlands constitutional inonarchy 


upon the crumbling foundations of the 
Dutch republic. The recall. of the 
Orange princes on Noy. 17, 1813, fol- 
lowed soon atter the battle of Leipsic. 
The Dutch were not slow to seize the 
opportunity to’ throw off the Napoleo- 
nic yoke and seek to regain for their 
little country a place among the na- 
tions, Belgium was included” in’ the 
independent kingdom of the United 
Netherlands, but, after several revolu- 
tions and wars, Belglum was separated 
from Holland in 18381, 

For a quarter of a century prior to 
the re-establishment of the house of 
Orange Holland was constantly in a 
disordered state. Civil wars were fol- 
lowed in 1793 by the appearance of the 
French republicans in Holland. The 
people declared in their favor, and in 
1795 the Batavlan republic was founded 
In alllance with France. In 1806, after 
& War with England, Holland became a 
kingdom with Louls Bonaparte, father 
of Nupoledn IIL, as king. °“He abdit 
cated in 1809, and Hollund was united 
to the French empire. It remained 
under the domination of Napoleon until 
a century ago today, 

The celebration of. the centenary of 
Dutch freedom began last Spring and 
has continued through the year, with 
exhibitions in nearly all the cities of 
the country. Queen Welhelmina and 
her tle * ughter, Juliana, Princess of 
Orange, now in her fifth year, are the 
only living representatives of. the 
Orange royal family, which is descend- 
ed from the Princes of Orange, stadt- 
holders during the Dutch republic, 

William Franklin, son of the great 
Benjamin Franklin and New Jersey's 
last royal governor, died in England a 
century ago today, Noy. 17, 1818. In 
his youth the son of the philosopher 
was both studious and adventurous. 
He joined the Pennsylvania forces and 
served in two campaigns along the 
Canadian frontier. He afterward held 
several offices and studied law, and in 
1762, while in England, he was appoint- 
ed governor of New Jersey. In the 
revolution he remained loyal to Great 
Britain, and was kept a prisoner for 
two years, when. he was exchunged. 
Soon after his release he went to Eng- 
land, where he resided until his death. 
The government renumerated him for 
his losses and granted him a pension 
of $4.900 9 year. William's adherence 
to the royal cause estranged him from 
his father, and they were never wholly 
reconciled, «although in his wilt Ben- 
jamin bequeathed to Willlam his lands 
in Nova Scotia. 

Bishop Phitp William Otterbein, tho 
founder of the religious denomination 
known as United Brethren in Christ, 
died a century ago today. He was 
born in Germany and came to America 
as a missionary of the German Reform- 
ed Church, The name of United 
Brethren in Chrisé was adopted at a 
meeting held in Maryland in 1800, 
Otterbein and the Rey. Martin Boehm 
were chosen as the first bishops of the 
new sect, The membership of the do-

heels, Last month, when he announced 
a plan for a United States govenment-con- 
trolled- central bank off issue, the whole 
world of finance lHstened with respect and 
yet not -many yeurs ago the author. of 
this gigantic and revolutionary scheme was 
a laborer whose greatest financial problem 
was -how to stretch a=daily wage ‘of 75 
cents over a multitude of urgent needs. 
The story of Vanderlip’s, career reads Ike 
a novel by Horatle Alger or Oliver Optic, 

When the president of the National Bank 
was @ mnere Jad his father died, leaving 
a widow and several children, with noth- 
Ing but a small farm and a few. hundred 
dollars between them and poverty, The 
farm could not support the famlly, so the 
future financler got a job in a machino 
shop, where ho worked hard for ten hours 
a day for a wage of 75 cents, 

At night, exhausted though he was, 
young Vanderllp pored over a shorthand 
text book, Eventually he mastered the 
ourlycues of the stenograplhic craft, and 
secured employment.in.a-chicago invest - 
Ment house, There he dealt with railway 
reports and other, © dry-as-dust — facts, 
figures and Slatistfes, and got his first 
lesson in high finance, His salary, was 
310.a,week,. He was going up! 

Next we find ourhéro—to adopt the 
Optic or Henty _phrase—taking a special 
course of a year atthe University of 
Ilinots, paying his way wih money saved 
from that $10 per, ,The thirst for, know- 
ledge possessed him, and no sacrifice was 
too. great, 

Returning to Chicago, he secured a Job 
as porter on the Chicago’ Tribune, His 
knowledge of finance and business. served 
idm in good stead, and in a little while 
he was promoted to the financial editor- 
ship of ‘the, Tribune, \While engaged <n 
newspaper work he attended lectures at the 
University of Chicago, .- He was still go- 
Ing uD. ‘ 

His next rise was{to the editorial 
chair of Tho Economist, a Chicago 
financial journal. There he made the 
acquaintance of Lyman J. Gage, then 
president of a Chicago bank, and when 
Mr. Gage was appointed Secretary, of 
the Treasury, Mr. Vanderlip went to 
Washington with him in the capacity 
of private secretary, After a few 
months he was made assistant secre- 
tary of the United States treasury. He 
continued in the service of Uncle Sam 
until 1901, when he accepted the vice- 
presidency of the National City Bank. 
In 1909 he reached the presidency, snd 
became America’s foremost banker.

ENGLAND'S CHANCE 


Sir Thomas Handicapped by 
Building Boat in English 
Waters Then Unrig Her for 
Towing Across Atlantic, 


New York, Nov. 17—Although close 
to"12 months must elapse before the 
challenging and defending yachts meet 


in the races which will decide posses- 
sion of the America’s cup, the interna- 
tlonal regatta has already taken pre- 
cedence over all other international 
sporting events among English sports- 
men, Already the chances of the chal- 
lenger, just beginning to take form, are 
being weighed and discussed by yachts- 
men, and the man in the street is be- 
ginning to test his tongue on nautical 
terms. ; 

The impression appears to prevail in 
the general sporting circles of england 
that the chances of winning the Aimeri- 
ca’s cup are better than ever before. 
England is not willing to concede that 
in the handling and sailing of a racing 
yacht the Yankce tars, either amateur 
or professional, have any advantage 
over the English salt. But of course 
the dice are still loaded on behalf of 
the defender. The New York Yacht 
club still declines a level test. 

Sir Thomas Lipton, in the role of 
challenger, will be handicapped by con- 
ditions which do not need to be con- 
sidered by the defending yachtsmen. 
The question of type of lowing loom 
large in English yachting circles, and 
much space is being devoted to a dis- 
cussion of these points, A prominent 
authority recently expressed the fol- 
lowing views of these subjects: 

“Next year, notwithstanding anything 
that may be said to the contrary, we 
consider the contest will proceed in the 
fame groove ta which it has run since 
1894, that is to say, it will be between 
extreme vessels, 

“In these circumstances, Sir Thomas 
Lipton cannot fail to find himself at 
& great disadvantage. He must. built 
a very Hght vessel and tune her up in 
British waters, he must then unrig her 
and lose a lot of valuable time sailing 
her.across the Atlantic under a jury 
rig.. In America she will have to be re- 
rigged and turned up again in time for 
the first match on September 10, 1914, 
when the great contest will take place. 

“With so many obstacles in his way 
it ig fair to hope his opponents will 
give him credit for his sportsmanship, 
and make it as easy for him as pos- 
sible to bring his new Shamrock to tho 
starting line in god trim.
